An association of British video game 
manufacturers is almost certain to be formed 
within the next few weeks. 


The main purpose of that association will 
be to tackle once and for all the thorny problem 
of copying. As everyone in the trade knows, it 
has reached alarming proportions during the 
last 12 months. 


At least 10 leading British video 
manufacturers have expressed a desire to join 
the association, although the final figure could 
be higher. 


The first priority of an association must be 
to establish a really firm code of conduct. If the 
British video manufacturing industry is to 
establish itself as a world leader — and it has 
been showing most encouraging signs during 
an last year or so — it must first have certain 
rules. 


The laws surrounding the video game 
manufacturing industry and the vexed 
question of rip-offs are a pale shade of grey. 
Several firms — both in the USA and the UK — 
have taken legal action in recent months. But 
this has only chipped away at the tip of the 
iceberg. Still the copying goes on. 


The head of one British video game 
manufacturing company who is particularly 
keen to form an association sees another way 
of beating the copycats. He would like to see 
the member firms select a game produced by 
one of them and concentrate production on 
that one model. He said: ‘‘There is no way that 
a rip-off firm can produce 1,000 video games a 
week. But 10 or more companies, members of 
an association, could produce that number 
between them. With that sort of production 
rate the rir;-off firms would not stand a chance. 
They would have to change their ways very 
quickly ог go out of business altogether.” 


E ! ОРІМІОМ TERT 
AN ASSOCIATION TO FIGHT COPYING? 


British manufacturers have been talking 
among themselves for some time about the 
need for an association and a code of ethics to 
combat the flood of cheap — mostly imported 
— boards that arrive in the wake of every good 
original game. 


One of the facts of life that British 
manufacturers have to live with is the ability of 
the Japanese to produce games and ship them 
half way round the world cheaper than they 
can be produced here. They do the same with 
motor cars. But Japanese designed games can 
be built in the UK at a reasonable price using a 
proper licensing system . . . providing the 
market is not flooded with cheap imported 
imitations a few weeks later. 


The tougher approach being adopted by 
British manufacturers is reflected by the 
attitude of Mr. Bill Tulloch, Managing Director 
of Subelectro. His company has the exclusive 
rights to manufacture Scramble the exciting 
new machine from Summit Coin. He told us: ''If 
anyone attempts to copy this machine we shall 
have no hesitation in going for them and that 
also applies to an operator who buys a copy 
machine. I manufactured Galaxian under 
licence from Bell-Fruit. It was all done in a 
proper manner and I paid an appropriate fee 
for manufacturing under licence. But other 
firms came along and copied the machine 
without even bothering to enter into a licence 
agreement. No one can compete on those 
terms." 

The formation of an association of video 
game manufacturers seems to be the most 
sensible approach to a problem which is 
threatening to rip the trade apart. There are, of 
course, many other advantages in having a 
trade association. Video manufacturers are a 
specialist breed and an association can only 
strengthen this exciting and very sophisticated 
industry.

There 
was a tremendous amount of interest in the machine, 
particularly from distributors and breweries. As a 
result of their observations and comments certain 
changes are being made. The first design production 
model has been tested in a West End arcade and the 
results have been very good.

If we are going 
to be restrained in the 
years ahead because of 
lack of accommodation 
the parcel will burst. 


"[ am amazed at the 
size of this industry and 
there is no doubt it is a 
very important industry.

Brisk Trade 
Eases Those 
Blackpool 
Blues 


Once they had come to 
terms with the annual 
Blackpool headache — 
children and teenagers 
dominating the stands — 
exhibitors at the 20th 
Northern Amusement 
Equipment and Coin-Operated 
Machine Exhibition found 
themselves doing fairly good 
business.

A lot of research went into 
the System Concept and there is a 
cocktail table version available 
with each system. Conversion 
work costs between £250 and 
£650. Ernie Stockley said: “У/е 
are selling all we сап 
manufacture and the UK takes all 
our production. The system 
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machines аге also very 
acceptable to the breweries. The 
cabinet is not garish and has a 
quality appearance. It will fit in 
with the most tasteful decor.” 


The system videos are also 
popular with engineers. There is a 
front opening cabinet for 
minimum disturbance on site and 
engineers' credit switch. They 
have large cash boxes, coin 
separation and separate 
metering. There is a choice of well 
designed woodgrain cabinets. 


Rodstock are the sole 
distributors for the Systems Video 
and machines are transported to 
all parts of the country from their 
North West headquarters. 


The only time the monitors 


have to be changed is when a 
game is being converted from 
black and white to colour. 
Although it is possible for the 
operator to carry out the change 
over Rodstock recommend that 
the machine is returned so that 
they can carry out the work via 
the Dutchford factory.

World War Morocco, 
Algeria and Tunisia were 
either French 


Protectorates or ruled by 
France itself. Coin 
operated games became 
very popular in these 
North Africa countries at 
this time, and a certain 
Monsieur Victor Salmon, 
who headed the company 
Alben Automatique, 
based at Oran in Algeria, 
helped towards this. He 
was, in fact, the most 
important operator in 
North Africa, and had 
branches in Morocco and 
Tunisia as well as in 


Algeria. 

When these 
countries got their 
independence, the new 

. governments did not give 
their approval to 
automatics, so the firm 


Alben Automatique had to 
cease its activities. Mr. 
Salmon, who was French, 
brought his family back 
home. But he did not 
abandon the automatics 
business. 


At that period it was 
all but impossible to 
purchase coin equipment 
from the United States, 
because of the dollar 
shortage. And in those 
days all coin operated 
equipment came from the 
States. What Mr. Salmon 
did was to come to an 
arrangement with the 
famous firm of Gottlieb, 
who of course knew him, 
and he set up a factory in 


Nice to manufacture 
flippers under licence 
from Gottlieb. This 


commenced in 1954, and 
continued until 1961, 
when the dollar situation 
made it possible to 
purchase direct from the 
States. The flippers he 
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made had the brand name 
" Alben", апа were very 
well known. 


Once again Mr. 
Salmon made а big 
change, for he went to 
Paris and founded 
Salmon, S.A., now one of 
the most important and 
best known distributing 
firms in France. Victor 
Salmon, who I knew 
personally, died just over 
two years ago, and the 
firm is now run by his son, 
Didier Salmon, who is our 
personality focus this 
time. 


His actual choice of 
profession was law, and it 
was while still studying 
this that his father 
insisted that he give it up 
and join the family firm. 
“А+ first I simply detested 
it," he told me when I 
went to see him in Paris 
recently. ''But after a 
while I began to find it all 
very interesting. I quickly 
got to like all the variety, 
and meeting so many 
different people." And so 
Didier Salmon came to 
like the industry. that he 
had so detested at the 
beginning. Today he

would not consider doing 
anything different. 


This recent visit was 
my first to the new 
Salmon headquarters, at 
Aubervilliers just on the 
outskirts of Paris. The 
former headquarters 
were more central, it is 
true, but as the firm grew 
and expanded they 
became far too small. In 
any case, they were 
inconveniently placed, 
with almost no facilities 
for parking. Mr. Salmon 
had some interesting 
remarks to make about 
current trends. 
“Personally I don’t think 
that video games are 
going to continue in 
anything like the way they 
are just now,” he said. “1 
don’t think there’s enough 
originality in them for 
that. I think that flippers 
will come up again. They 
are so very good now.” 


Not long ago Salmon 
S.A. became exclusive 
importers and 
distributors for Williams. 
“For a long while this 
make was not successful 
in France. But now, in my 
opinion, they are by far 


the best, and certainly the 
most copied," he said. 
“Not so long ago Williams 
flippers came into France 
in very small quantities 
indeed. Now we need at 
least 20 containers of 
each model.” Which is an 
awful lot of flippers, even 
for a big country like 
France, and during the 
current video boom. 
Williams video games are 
also imported, and Mr. 
Salmon described their 
Defender ав “А Marvel”. 
The Williams distribution 


includes French 
possessions Overseas, 
where, Mr. Salmon told 
me, there are some 
customers. 

Since last October 
Salmon S.A. have been 
importers and 


distribution in France of 
N.S.M. juke boxes which, 
Mr. Salmon said, аге 
going very well, and are 
very much favoured. This 
firm is also producing 
video games now, and 
these are imported as 
well. Video Games GmbH 
of Germany is another 
firm represented. And 
Salmon have exclusive 
disstribution in France of 
Taito games. “Тһе quality 
of these is 
irreproachable, the very 
best in the world," said 
Mr. Salmon. He likes the 
upright models, but does 
not see much of a future in 
France for the cocktail 
table models. Yet another 
Japanese make is 
handled, Tehkan, which is 
not yet very well known in 
Europe. The firm shares 
Gottlieb distribution in 
France. 

In spite of the fact that 
he does not think that 
video games will last, Mr. 
Salmon said that his firm 
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will probably start 
assembling them before 
long, using imported kits. 
“Doing this will mean that 
we can supply our 
customers with the latest 
games at the earliest 
possible date, and that's 
what counts,” he told me. 


In the days when his 
father ran the business, 
Salmon S.A. of Paris did 


no operating at alk. Mr.. 


Salmon Sr. felt that a 
distributor should be a 
distributor, and . nothing 
else. "But things have 
changed a lot. Today I 
think it absolutely 
essential that a 
distributor operates as 
well. In this way he can 
see the faults in the game. 
It's vital for a distributor 
to know what he is selling 
nowadays. The whole 
business has changed 
since electronics came 
into it," said Mr. Salmon. 


So during the past two 
years а single site 
operation has 
commenced. And Salmon 
S.A. are very proud of 
their arcade which is just 


opposite Ње Gentre 
Pompidou, the great 
cultural centre in the 
heart of Paris which 


draws vast numbers of 
tourists every single day 
of the year. With this 
arcade and the single 
site operation the firm has 
an insight into the most 
important forms of 
operating, and finds it 
invaluable. 

. Mr. Didier Salmon, 


who has impeccable taste, 
had a big hand in the 


decor of the new 
headquarters, to which 
{һе firm moved last 


September. The building 
has a big parking area at 
the front, and shrubs and 
bushes have been planted 


ике 


against the walls. You 
enter, and find yourself in 
a spacious hall, where the 
predominating colour 
scheme of green and 
black is immediately 
evident. A portrait of the 
late Mr. Victor Salmon, 
founder of the business, 
has a place of honour. 
There аге comfortable 
sofas and chairs for 
customers. The offices of 
the sales staff open off 
this hall. Beyond it is the 
showroom with glass 
walls. Here the lighting 
can be adjusted to show 
the latest games in a dim 
light, so that all their 
effects can Бе best 
appreciated. At the back 
is the servicing 
department, with a 
special workshop for 
boxes. Enormous 
stocks of spares аге 
carried. A spiral 
staircase leads to the 


upper floor, where the 
same decor has been used. 
Mr. Salmon's own office is 
spacious and beautifully 


decorated. And there is a 


big conference room, also 
a small dining room and 
kitchen. Eventually 
customers will be given 
lunch there. One of the 
most striking points in the 
whole decor is the fitted 
carpet; this has what 
appears to be a design in 
plaid, but оп closer 
inspection it turns out to 
be a design made with the 
name ''Salmon'"', the idea 
of Mr. Salmon himself. 


There is a pleasant 
and relaxed atmosphere 
throughout this firm. And 
with Mr. Salmon's own 
progressive ideas, and 
space to expand, I predict 
that Salmon S.A. will 
become even bigger and 
more important in the 
future.

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EUROCOIN TAKE THE 
PLUNGE AND BUILD 


FOR THE FUTURE 


A few months ago we published 
the story of Eurocoin, the Dutch firm 
founded by three young people who 
had all worked in the automatics 
industry, and who all craved 
independence. Now we have a 
further chapter in the history of this 
interesting firm which certainly has a 
brilliant future before it. 


When I went to see them back in 
the summer, Eurocoin was working in 
"borrowed'' premises. It is extremely 
hard to get premises in Holland, and 
their operator friend Marinus Elst 
loaned them part of his own 
headquarters until they could find a 
suitable place of their own. 


Jan Tooten, Resi Van Dijk and 
Henry Skijkers, in spite of a constant 
search, never did find suitable 
premises, and finally decided to 
build. But even this was difficult, for 
in Holland building operations cannot 
commence without planning 
permission, and this takes a long time. 


They bought land at 's-Hertogen- 
bosch, a town in the centre of 
Holland, and that is where their 
headquarters will be eventually. 
During the long wait until their new 
building is ready, they have taken 
temporary premises on a modern 
trading estate on the outskirts of 
’s-Hertogenbosch, and very near to 
their future permanent home. And 
they invited me to visit this, their 
second temporary home, recently. 


They have bright, cheerful 
offices, and an attractive showroom. 
There the Marian Electronics 
machines, the principal make they 
handle, are displayed to the very best 
advantage. ‘‘We really are very 
happy with this firm" stressed Res’ 


and Jan. ''Their technical side is 
excellent". They had just started 
receiving the new Marian machine 
specially designed for the northern 
part of Holland, where there are 
special laws. This new machine is 
called Hold It, and was being very 
well received. The Hold Now and 
Hold Star Marian models are also 
doing very well. 


And they had something new 
and different to show me. They have 
established a separate company in 
Spain, called H.E.C. and they have 
helped to develop a most attractive 
game for the Category B range in 
Spain. Category B means amusement 
with prizes, but there must be an 
element of skill. 

Their Spanish company, which 
includes some very competent people, 
is handling the whole thing. This 
machine, called the Super 7, has been 
developed in the Netherlands. In 
Spain it will either be made under 
licence by a Spanish manufacturer, 
or assembled with kits sent from the 
Netherlands. This game really is 
attractive. I predict a big success for 
it. 

Another activity of this thriving 
and busy young firm is handling used 
equipment of all kinds, mainly for 
export. And they are very interested 
in flippers, both old and new. 


Resi and Jan told me how much 
they would like to start up an 
operation, and the reason why they 
cannot do this: "It's a question of 
time, and of getting the right people to 
work for us. That's the big problem, 
and that's what holds us back," they 
said. And they are not alone in the 
industry in having to face up to this 
problem. MARY OPENSHAW

The Ima show held in 
Frankfurt last year was 
acclaimed as one of the most 
successful automatics trade 
shows in continental Europe for a 
very long time. This year’s Ima 
was even more successful. 


The organisers had assessed 
that some 7000 visitors could be 
expected, but the total was nearly 
9000, and they came from about 
30 different countries. In fact, 
more than twenty per cent of the 
visitors меге from outside 
Germany. As for the exhibitors, 
there were about one hundred 


firms participating, and they 
came from nine different 
countries. 


Britain was very well 
represented. My very first call 
was on Coin Controls, showing for 


e Keith and David Francombe on the Rega stand. 
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the first time as Coin Controls 
Germany. The reason was that 
their distributor in Hamburg has 
been so successful that his firm 
is now affiliated with Coin 
Controls in the U.K. Mr. Rudi 
Meyer, Head of Coin Controls 
Germany was of course there, so 
were Mr. David Bellis and Mr. 
Colin White. They were showing 
their range of coin acceptors, etc. 
Coin Controls Germany is also 
distributing Starpoint products, 
but this firm had its own stand at 
the.Ima. 


So it was Starpoint I visited 
next. There I was welcomed by 
Mr. John Legg, who told me that 
the Ima “81 was their first show 
abroad. They were showing their 
full range of illuminated push 
buttons and featuring a new

modular each-way reel 
mechanism. The push button 
demand in Germany is quite high, 
John said, and Starpoint are 
supplying some of the major 
manufacturers of video games. 


Another firm for which it 
was the first foreign show was 
Laren for Music, with Mr. Ray 
Laren there himself. He had an 
attractive stand, with an N.S.M. 
juke box, and was presenting his 
excellent juke box programming 
service. He reported that there 
was a very great deal of 
encouraging interest, and his 
participation in the Ima show 
seems ot have been a good move 
on his part. 


Rega is a British owned firm 
based in Germany, and registered 
there. There is an operation in 
military camps, also, and this was 
the reason for Rega being at the 
Ima. They take in old video games 
and update them, with a new 
game and a new look to the 
cabinet. Keith and David 
Francombe, who own Rega, 
seemed to be busy all the time, 
proving that there is certainly a 
lot of interest in their idea. 


Ace and Sircoma Europe 
were presenting their range of the 
latest gaming machines for the 
international markets, and the 
Nichibutsu games they produce. 
And Nichibutsu (U.K.) Ltd. had a 
stand just opposite, with pretty 
Japanese girls in kimonos to help 
out. Everyone seemed busy there, 
for this was a busy show 
everywhere. 


Amiro Automaten, which is 
in the MHG group and based in 
Germany had one of the livliest 
stands at the show. For to 
complement the splendid range of 
Ami juke boxes they had dancing 
girls appear from time to time, a 
sure draw.

From Italy there were 
several participants. Hantarex, a 
firm which specialises in monitors 
for video games, had a fine stand 
and reported a lot of success; they 
seem to be doing better and better 
all the time. Zaccaria had a stand, 
where they were showing their 
very own Quasar video game, 
developed in the firm and NOT a 
copy! Their Phoenix was there 
too, and the latest Zaccaria 
flipper. Mr. Marino Zaccaria said 
that a brand new game, developed 
entirely within the firm, will be 
presented at Milan Fair, so that is 
something to look forward to. 


Readers will begin to wonder 
when we are going to arrive at 
reporting on the German firms 
participating in Germany's own 
show, so I will now turn to them. 
All the main firms were there, of 
course, both manufacturers and 
distributors. And they had many 
interesting things on show. 


The very important Hamburg 
firm of Nova had an impressive 
stand. On the first day the 
founder of this great firm, Mr. 
Alfred (Freddy) Adickes was 
there in person, and it was good to 
meet this very valued friend of 
mine once more. One of the big

features on the Nova stand was 
the latest Gottlieb flipper, Pink 
Panther. This is a 3-ball game, 
and Bob Bloom of Gottlieb who was 
there in person, said it is the 
fastest playing game on the 
market today. In spite of the 
tremendous video wave, I am very 
much aware that the really good 
flippers are holding their own. 
But they have to be good games, 
like Pink Panther. There were, of 
course, plenty of videos on the 
Nova stand, and they were of the 
best, for this firm accepts only the 
best. Taito America’s “Trim 
Line" (a very well designed 
cabinet of extremely useful 
dimensions) videos were there, 
Polaris and Phoenix being the 
games. 

And another good game 


presented was the Olympia 
Monza GP, from Italv, which has

Dr. David RockOla 
was at the show in person, and he 
told me that he had an injunction 
in his brief case that he intended 
to use against a manufacturer 
who had copied this game. It 
seems that at long last some of the 
companies which design and 
develop video games are really 
going to take action against those 
who only copy. The impressive 
RockOla range of juke boxes was: 
also presented on this stand, and 
Dr. RockOla was enthusiastic 
about them. He definitely feels 
that juke boxes have a future. 


Wurlitzer had a stand, of 
course, where they меге 
featuring their new 200-selection 
wall box, quite new and very well 
received. And there was a new 
version of their attractive 200 and 
160 selection Silhouette.

That's Show Business 


Trade exhibitions can be cruel to the feet 
for exhibitors, who spend a lot of time standing, 
and visitors, who put in a lot of miles between 
stands. But have you ever stopped to think how 
far journalists covering the shows walk? We 
asked our International Correspondent, Mary 
Openshaw, to conduct a little experiment while 
she was reporting on the Ima show in Frankfurt. 
So she wore a pedometer as she walked around 
the four-day show. And by the end of the fourth 
day she had clocked 20 miles! ''My feet are used 
to the strain of shows," said Mary who covers 
every major amusement equipment show in 
Europe.

And 
Mr. Bergmann said that the firm 
is at present developing an 
entirely new game that will 
probably be suitable for operation 
in the Netherlands and Austria; it 
will be available in both wall and 
upright versions. 


There were many very 
important German companies 
participating in the Ima show this 
time, but I was not able to visit 
them all. My apologies to those 
not mentioned here — the reason 
is simply that the show was too 
busy for me to be able to see 
everyone. 


Of all the shows in Europe, 
and goodness knows, there are 
plenty of them, the Ima is one of 
the most pleasant to visit. It is 
beautifully organised, very 
comfortable and һаз every 
possible facility. It attracts the 
most important people from many 
of the big firms both in Europe 
and further afield. It has its own 
very special atmosphere and has 
become one of the most important 
dates in the automatics diary. O® 
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Walk-About Inside 
a "PINTABLE" 


One of the most unusual amusement machine 
exhibitions ever staged is about to tour France. The 
portable structure housing the exhibition is designed 
like a giant pintable machine so that visitors actually 
walk round huge flippers, bumpers and allevs. 


The show itself concentrates, naturally, on the 
pintable which is still extremely popular in France. 
It seems to have survived better there since the 
video boom than in any other country. 


Apart from its unique setting the exhibition 
contains a wealth of interesting exhibits and traces 
the colourful history of the pintable machine. 


The exhibition called the "Shoot Again" 
Journey, is produced by the International Art Office, 
Paris, based on an idea by Jean Pierre Lemesle. The 
organisers are willing to take the exhibition outside 
France after the tour is completed. 


The exhibition structure measures 15m x 10m. 
The visitor enters via the 
“flipper” and finds himself in the 
first channel. This is a narrow 
corridor in which the history of 
the pintable machine is told with 
the use of photographs and text. It 
covers the period from 1927 to 
1960 showing how the pintable 
originated from the game of 
Bagatelle and was developed in 
the USA. On the left hand wall of 
the corridor there are even 
scratch marks to give the 
impression of wear and tear. 
There are also portraits of 
Gottlieb and Williams, pioneers of 
pintables as we know them today. 


The show then moves on to 
the 1960s which was a turning 
point for the industry in France. 
Bulk imports from the USA were 
allowed in for the first time and 
bistros were never quite the same 
again. 


The visitor then walks round 
the first luminous bumper and 
encounters a column on which are 
depicted the most characteristic 
machines between 1928 and 1980. 
The transformation of the 
pintable from electro mechanical 
to electronic is shown in another 
sequence of photographs and 
text.

The second bumper carries 
slogans and flashes for or against 
the pintable with the written 
evidence from numerous surveys 
carried out over the years.

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MIKE TOTHAM, Development Manager at Ramtek, traces the technical development of the 
video game, describing the progress made since the early ‘ping pong’ type games. This is the first 
in a series of articles by Ramtek technical staff. 


THE HISTORY OF VIDEO GAMES 


The video games industry 
started in the early Seventies with 
the advent of the ‘ping pong type 
bat and ball games; later 
produced in volume for the 
domestic market. These took the 
amusement trade by storm, for a 
few months, then died a death 
leaving several companies with 
burnt fingers. Even today there 
are companies only just getting 
back into video games, following 
their earlier harrowing 
experiences. The same thing has 
largely happened to the domestic 
versions, bought in large numbers 
but soon left in a cupboard, 
destined for early retirement. 


The next generation of 
games came in many-worded 
forms, the most common being 
'Break-out', consisting mainly of 
several rows of ‘‘bricks”’ 
progressively knocked out by the 
ever-present white blob, loosely 
called a “ball”. Several people 1 
know still enjoy playing this game 
and claim the skill required still 
compares favourably with 
modern technicolour epics. 


Up to this point the games 
were manufactured from small 
“Silicon chips" (they're not that 
new) type integrated circuits 
(I.C’s) usually called ‘TTL’ for 
short, where the intercon- 
nections,. on the printed circuit 
board, between these I.C.'s 
defined the structure of the game. 
Thus the game was fixed and 
soon, as takings started to drop, a 
new commonly used term crept 
into the language of the trade — 
"Conversions". Various methods 
of speeding up the basic “Вгеак- 
out" game appeared to rejuvenate 
player interest. 


The microprocessor (the 
media’s ‘silicon chip’) started to 
appear in games similar to ‘Break- 
ШІ. ес. “Super Break-out'', 


where the ability to programme 
the microprocessor allowed more 
complex aspects to be introduced 
into the game content. These early 
designs were, however, still 
reliant on a large proportion of 
fixed features in standard 
integrated circuits, so variations 
were limited to moving brick 
walls, tunnels, etc. 


When ‘‘Gypsy Juggler” 
appeared, it could be seen that 
the game designers were starting 
to apply imagination and were 
using the existing game board 
design features to maximum 
effect. | 


Games like “Сурву Juggler" 
and others of similar standard, 
and the. industry's reliance on 
seaside arcades which finished 
ordering at Easter, led to a very 
quiet Summer in '78. Then 'dub' 
‘dub’ ‘dub’ — it arrived! Yes — 
"Space Invaders” — the original 
but much copied TAITO video 
game. (The daily papers took a 
little longer to notice this new 
arrival) Fresh from creating a 
100-yen-coin shortage in Japan, 
"Space Invaders" '/'Cosmic 
Invaders /'The Intruders’’/ 
“Cosmic Intruders” and other 
‘variations on a theme’ started to 
appear everywhere and caused 
the redesign of cash box 
dimensions to hold the vast 
amount of 10 pence pieces coming 
the machines’ way. 


From a technical viewpoint, 
the microprocessor-based 
memory-mapped video game that 
90% of games involve started 
here. Memory-mapping can best 
be visualized as a grid on the T.V. 
screen of about 65 thousand 
individual dots, i.e. 256 vertical 
columns each containing 256 
divisions. To create an object, the 
memory is loaded with logic 'I's in 
the ‘shape’ of the object, whilst 


blank areas of the screen are 
loaded as logic ‘O’s in memory. 
Moving objects around the screen 
simply involves moving the shape 
of the object in logic signals to a 
different area in the memorv. 


At this stage RAMKTEK 
knew that real colour games had 
to come. Up till now colour effects 
had been obtained by sticking 
coloured transparent film on the 
face of the black and white screen 
— (I wonder if Joe Public knew 
that?) At the ATE of January "79 
there we were with our new 
colour monitor, but where were 
the colour games? Unfortunately, 
the first steps at colour video 
games involved electronically 
creating the coloured film effect 
— but at greater expense! Not 
surprising that real colour had to 
wait, When the Japan show of ‘79 
came round everything was 
colour, which caused us to do 
some rapid engineering work on 
our Colour Monitor (The VMC20 
to our friends) to meet this sudden 
demand. Virtually overnight the 
demand fos black and white 
monitors waned and colour took 
OVer. 


At this stage all video games 
were large upright machines 
using 20” monitors and taking up 
a lot of floor space. Before long 
the import of ''tables" started 
which, despite some initial 
scepticism proved to be very 
popular with pubs, restaurants 
and hotels, due to their discreet 
styling. The interest in these 
tables encouraged the 
manufacture of similar types in 
the U.K. The effect on the monitor 
market has been quite dramatic 
as these tables and the more 
recent mini-cabinets use 14" 
colour monitors. The market has 
moved from virtually 100% 20” to 
30% 20", 70% 14" with a

predominant proportion of these 
14" monitors being supplied by 
imports from Japan and the Far 
East. 

The technical advances of 
video game boards will be dealt 
with in greater detail in a later 
article, but the main features that 
have appeared over the past 
three years can be considered 
briefly. 


Black and white “5расе 
Invaders' with artificial 
colouring firstly by coloured 
strips, then electronically, had 
the basic drawback that the 
colour of an object changed with 
its position on the screen. Later 
developments including ‘расе 
Chaser”, allowed for one or more 


objects to maintain their colour 
regardless of screen position. 
However, the colours available 
were still only a one-to-one mix of 
red, green and blue, giving a total 
of eight 'colours', i.e. black, red 
blue, cyan, magenta, yellow and 
white, additionally the early fixed 
colour objects were often of only 
one of the seven displayed 
colours. With progress in game 
board development, it soon 
became possible to have an object 
with multiple colour content from 
a 'paint-box' of far more than 
eight colours. In practice, three 
levels of brightness are used for 
red, three for green and five for 
blue, which allow for over twenty 
usable shades of colour. 


Naturally game complexity 


. arguable 


has also increased although it is 
that the visual 
presentation has advanced, 
whereas the basic game concepts 
have not advanced зо 
significantly. The differences 
between say, ''Firebird" and 
"Space Invaders” is only one of 
improved visual imagery and 
object movement; the game 
concept remains substantially the 
same. 


Any appraisal of the recent 
history of the video games 
industry is a fairly subjective 
matter. However, having set the 
scene, I will be explaining, in 
greater depth, the technical 
aspects of video games in later 


articles.

New PROM Simulator Cuts Costs

A.G. BIBLE, Director of Elan Digital 
looks at the far 


reaching effects of the microprocessor and 
describes his company's new S50 PROM

Only three years ago the first 
microprocessor controlled fruit 
machines were being offered as a 
standard product. It was a time 
when many operators had only 
just recovered from the first video 
game crash and, with little 
understanding of electronics, they 
were very reluctant to try the new 
electronic games. 


Had it not been for the micro- 
processor there could well have 
been a second video game crash 
instead of the current boom. What 
is so special about the 
microprocessor? One of its most 
important advantages is its 
flexibility — created through the 
programme (software) which 
gives the microprocessor 
(hardware) its intelligence. So 
when the useful life of a machine 
ends, or when player appeal 
diminishes, the machine no longer 
needs to be thrown away or its 
control rebuilt, but it can now just 
be reprogrammed (allowances 
having been made for hardware 
flexibility and new flashes). The 
cost-effective life (efficiency) of 
the basic parts of these machines 
has been radically extended. 


So how best do you take 
advantage of the current 


technology? A strong emphasis 
must be placed on equipment to 
assist in the design and 
modification of programmes. If 
you are already a systems 
designer you need to speed up 
your software preparation and 
debugging techniques. If you are a 
machine distributor or user you 
must improve your capability for 
modifying machines.
